JUDGE IS OPPONENT

Washington, 
March 6—Everybody 


remembers how, a few short years 
ago, the trusts wore busted. And even 
in this time, \\hen fame is fleeting, 
many will recall that Frank B. Kel- 
logg was known as the "Trust Buster' 
and was hailed and acclaimed as a 
friend of the common pee-pul. 


Came a day, alack, when all the 


trusts were completely "bust," when 
the pee-pul were completely free of 
the thralldom of the big, bad mtei osts 
—policeman, put that man out; he 
laughed. 


Well, anyway, there came a day 


when there was no more trust busting. 
And the grateful pee-pul rewarded 
their peerless champion by sending 
him to the United States Senate. They 
remembered how, as a boy on a farm, 
in Minnesota or somewhere, he got 
up at four or five or six o'clock, not 
only, as Harry Laudei- says, in the 
good old summer time, but all the 
time, and after putting in a fairly 
busy day of eleven or twelve hours 
spent the rest of his time improving 
his mind. Here, they said was a man 
•who was one of them, a homey han- 
ded son of toil and smart into the 
bargain. 


The state of Minnesota selected it- 


self to honor Kellogg with a Sena- 
torship. And now in the passing of 
time, Kellogg again seeks from his 
state a seat in the Senate. And what 
do yousuppose some of them are say- 
ing about him? 


They say he isn't close enough to 


the common people. They say he has 
forgotten what it is to get up at 
dawn and milk the cows, or whatevei 
it is one does at such an hour. 


And they have set out to beat him 


for the Eepublican Senatorial nomi- 
nation and thus retire him to private 
life. 


Judcre Oscar Hallam of the Minne- 


sota Supreme Court is the leader ar- 
ound whom the anti-Kellogg forecs 
rally. Judge Hallam.they assert.is clo 
ser to the common people, the dirt 
farmer and the fol'cs whose chief fun- 
ction appears to be paying the taxes. 
Kellogg, they say has had his turn 
and should let someone else try con- 
clusions with Washington's climate 
profiteers and other natural and dis- 
advantages. 


Under this sort of thing does Kel- 


logg wilt? Not he-! He steps out and 
as a member of the Senate farm bloc 
tries to prove to his people that he 
has their interests as closely at heart 
as ever. He took a leading part in get- 
ting the farmer's co-operative mar- 
keting bill through the Senate, and 
that, his Senatorial fiiends say, ought 
to help him some. 


There are some in the Senate and 


elsewhere, who have been moved to 
remark, apropos of this very bill, that 
it is a strange commentary on the 
times that the man who once gained 
fame as a trustbuster should hope to 
help his political fortunes by advo- 
cating a bill which would exempt or- 
ganizations from the anti-trust laws 
Some, in fact, have characterized the 
co-operative bill, in the form in which 
it passed the Senate, as the charter of 
the greatest combination, trust and 
monopoly ever created.

Washington, D. C., March 6.—The Administration began

Administration leaders 
set out to show the country the inconsistencies of rejection 
within the next few days. 


It will be pointed out in Senate speeches that rejection 


of the treaty will result in the instant revival of the Anglo- 
Japanese military alliance, which is regarded as a menace to 
the United State?, and the discontinuation of our naval limita- 
•ion plans, as the United States could not hope to limit itself 
if England and Japan were allied. That would call for pooling 
their naval strength in the event of war. 


There are enough Senators to beat the treaty, counting 


those who do not know whether it would' be a good thing for 
1;he United States or not.

soldier bonus bill may be introduced in the House late today.
